POWERS INSTRUCTIONS. 

The following are the Instructions 
given In the Powers case at George 
town by Trial Judge J E Robbins and 
the case will likely be given to the 
jury to-nigbt or to-morrow: 

First — Defining a criminal conspira- 
cy, and Instructing that an accessory 
before the fact may be convicted, 
though the principal Is never appre- 
hended. 

Second— II defendant did so conspire 
with others Indicted, or any of them, 
he should be found guilty. 

Third— Instruction as to guilt, 
though defeedant oot present at time 
of shooting. 

Fourth Defendant Is guilty If be 
advised an unlawful or criminal act 
and the murder of Goebel resulted 
therefrom. 

Fifth— Defendant Is guilty If he we* 
In such conspiracy, even though time 
of killing had not been definitely fixed 
and agreed upon. 

Sixth- After formation of conspira- 
cy every act and declaration of one of 
the conspirators became the act of all. 

Seventh— If the murder of Goebel 
was the probable result of the execu- 
tion of a conspiracy, If defendant was 
In conspiracy, he Is guilty, though 
original purpose was oot to kill Goebel 
Eighth— Jury cannot convict upon 
the testimony of an accomplice unless 
such testimony Is carroborated by other 
evidence 

Ninth— Every feet aod circumstance 
must be proven beyond a reasonable 
doubt to find defendant guilty. 

Tenth— That evidence of James Sul- 
livan, Lixzle Woolums, R S. Hearne, 
Thomas Pence. John Daugherty, Jas. 
Walker, Clarence WaUer and Wes H 
Whittaker can only be considered as 
affectlog credibility of witnesses they 
were called to contradict.
